When 
students believe they have been victimized by another student's mis- 
conduct, they have the same rights under these standards as are provi- 
ded to the complainant, even if another member of CCS submitted the 
charge itself. For the purposes of complaints involving sexual miscon- 
duct, the "complainant" is the alleged victim of sexual misconduct 
even if the complaint is filed by a third party including, but not 
limited to, complaints filed by CCS, SFCC, or SCC. 

(9) "Disciplinary action" is the process by which discipline is 
imposed against a student, members of a student organization, or a 
tudent organization for a violation of the standards of conduct for 
tudents by a student conduct officer, the student conduct board, the 
tudent conduct administrative panel, the appeals board, or a faculty 
ember. 
(10) "Disciplinary appeal" is the process by which an aggrieved 
student can appeal the discipline imposed by the chief student serv- 
ices officer, the student conduct officer, the student conduct board, 
or the student conduct administrative panel.

(c) A minimum of one five-pound B, C fire extinguisher, or equiv- 
alent. 

(d) For daytime and nighttime activities, a high visibility safe- 
ty garment designed according to Class 2/3 specifications in ANSI/ISEA 
107-2004, American National Standard for High Visibility Safety Appa- 
rel, to be worn when performing pilot/escort duties outside of the ve- 
hicle. The specifications at a minimum will meet the standard in the 
Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices (MUTCD). 

(e) A highly visible colored hard hat, also to be worn when per- 
forming pilot/escort duties outside of the vehicle, per WAC 
296-155-305. 

(£) A height-measuring device (pole), which is nonconductive and 
nondestructive to overhead clearances, when required by the terms of 
the special permit. The upper portion of a height pole shall be con- 
structed of flexible material to prevent damage to wires, lights, and 
other overhead objects or structures. The pole may be carried outside 
of the vehicle when not in use. See also subsection (14) of this sec- 
tion.

DCYF had an automatic referral process to start 
collecting child support 72 hours after a child or youth is removed 
from the parents' or guardians' care and custody, unless good cause 
existed to not pursue collection. DCYF is revising good cause criteria 
to minimize the number of referrals to DCS. These changes are being 
made to alleviate financial hardship and other barriers families often 
experience. Funding was provided to DCYF in the enacted 2022 supple- 
mental budget to backfill funding previously used from child support 
collections.

In order to complete academically honest work, students should: 

Acknowledge all sources according to the method of citation pre- 
ferred by the instructor; 

Write as much as possible from one's own understanding of the ma- 
terials and in one's own voice; 

Ask an authority on the subject, such as the instructor who as- 
signed the work; and 

Seek help from academic student services such as the library 
and/or writing center. 

(2) Tobacco, electronic cigarettes, and related products. The use 
of tobacco, electronic cigarettes, and related products are not al- 
lowed on college campus. In addition to the main campus, this also in- 
cludes any building and premises owned, leased or operated by the col- 
lege outside of the main campus. "Related products" include, but are 
not limited to, cigarettes, pipes, bidi, clove cigarettes, waterpipes, 
hookahs, chewing tobacco, and snuff. 

(3) Alcohol. The use, possession, delivery, sale, or being visi- 
bly under the influence of any alcoholic beverage, except as permitted 
by law and applicable college policies. 

(4) Drugs/substance abuse. 

(a) Any student who, while in any college facility or participat- 
ing in a college-related program, uses, possesses, consumes, is demon- 
strably under the influence of, or sells any narcotic drug or control- 
led substance as defined in RCW 69.50.101, in violation of law or ina 
manner which significantly disrupts a college activity.

Successful completion of Washington state history must be noted on 
each student's transcript. The Washington state history requirement 
may be waived by the principal for individual students who: 
(A) Have successfully completed a state history course of study 
in another state; or

have not completed a course of study in Washington's history because 
of previous residence outside the state or becaus mergency school 
closure, or other circumstance due to an emergency, prevented the stu- 
dent from having the opportunity to fulfill this requirement.
